Magna Housing Asso¬ 


ciation director David 
Aldwinckle said: “We 
support the communi¬ 
ties we are based in and 
we know there is a need 
for houses that people 
can afford to rent or buy. 
We will be setting our 
rents at the social rent 
level which are the low¬ 
est of all the different 


types of rent possible. 

“By building shared 
ownership homes too, 
we are making a more 
affordable option avail¬ 
able for anyone who 
wants to own their 
home.” 

Welcomed 
The news has been 
welcomed by West 
Dorset District Council. 
Their housing 

spokesman, Councillor 
Tim Yarker, who said: 


“It is really good news 
that Magna is building 
again. There is constant 
demand for high quality 
social housing in the 
area which we struggle 
to satisfy. Magna’s re¬ 
turn to development will 
provide a welcome 
boost to supply and will 
help local people. 

“In addition, there are 


many people who want 
to own a home that they 
can’t afford. By building 
shared ownership prop¬ 
erties as well, Magna is 
helping to plug this 

gap.” 

Adam Peat, chairman 
of Magna’s board, said: 
“Magna is really proud 
to be undertaking such a 
large building pro¬ 


gramme over the next 
five years, which will 
truly meet our purpose 
of helping people meet 
their housing needs.”

Hilary said: “Gynaecological cancers have so 
far not received the same recognition as other 
cancers such as breast, bowel and prostate, yet 
there are, in some cases, shared genetic links.

Police condemn 'irresponsible 
behaviour'in Ironman road ruckus 


INTERFERENCE with road signs may have been the 
main cause of traffic problems that caused anger 
among residents around Dorchester and Weymouth 
during Sunday’s Ironman triathlon event. 

Organisers apologised for the inconvenience caused 
when some drivers found themselves going round in 
circles with confusion from marshals about which di¬ 
rection they should take. 

In Dorchester motorists were seen shouting at road 
marshals and refusing to drive on, blocking the road 
and causing tailbacks (pictured). 

One motorist said “I’m trying to get to Wareham and 
I’ve gone round this way five times now.” 

Another sat indicating right while being asked to 
turn left. But once the drivers moved the queue soon 
cleared. 

On social media arguments raged, with some com¬ 
plaining about “chaos” and others suggesting they’d 
not planned their journeys properly given the pre¬ 
event publicity. 

It was clear, however, that there had been an issue 
with the event's road signs. 

Weymouth Neighbourhood Inspector Pete Brown¬ 
ing said: “I am very grateful for most people’s pa¬ 
tience throughout the event. Unfortunately, there have 
been a number of incidents of interference with road 
signs. This irresponsible behaviour exacerbated some 
of the traffic problems.” 

He added that police would be discussing the event 
with organisers to avoid the same issues in future. 

Ironman organisers issued a statement saying: “A 
world class sporting event of this scale doesn't happen 
without incurring some disruption to local residents 
and businesses, in particular road closures in place to 
allow for a safe 112mile bike course for 2,800 ath¬ 
letes. 

“We have worked closely with the local authorities 
over the past year, to develop a bike course that min¬ 
imises impact where at all possible. 

“In the build up to the event, we delivered road clo¬ 
sure leaflets to 70,000 residents via Royal Mail that 
were directly affected by the road closures, to help 
them to plan in advance to avoid unnecessary delays. 
The telephone and email helpline answered hundreds 
of specific requests to provide information to residents 
and businesses. 

“It was unfortunate that some signs on the course 
intended to divert traffic away from the course were 



removed which impacted on people travelling in the 
area. We can only apologise for any further inconve¬ 
nience caused as a result of this. The roads were how¬ 
ever re-opened ahead of schedule. 

“We have taken on board feedback from the public 
that have been affected and will be reviewing how this 
can be incorporated into future planning.”

A DORCHESTER drug dealer has 
been jailed for three years after he was 
arrested as part of a proactive police 
operation. 

Dean McEvoy, 20 and of Dorchester, 
pleaded guilty at Dorchester Crown 
Court to possession of heroin and 
crack cocaine with intent to supply. 

He was sentenced on Monday, Au¬ 
gust 22nd to three years in prison for 
possession of heroin and 28 days for 
the possession of crack cocaine to run 
concurrently. 

At 10.30am on Thursday, December 
3rd 2015, police executed a warrant 
under the Misuse of Drugs Act at an 
address in Dorchester. 

Officers located McEvoy, who at¬ 
tempted to stop officers getting into the 
bathroom of the property, the court 
heard. 

He was also seen with something in 
his mouth that he tried to swallow. 

A search of the bathroom found a 
quantity of cash and a mobile phone. 

He was also found in possession of 
heroin and crack cocaine with the total 
street value of £730. 

Police Sergeant Ged Want, of Dorch¬ 
ester police, said: “We are actively tar¬ 
getting and disrupting drug networks 
in Dorchester and I am pleased with 
the sentence given by the courts. 

“Dorchester is a very safe place to 
live and work, however we want to

work with the local community in 
order to drive out drug dealing from 
our town and all its associated crime.

Strikes could continue 
until Christmas after 
bus talks break down 


BUS strikes could continue until Christmas as Unite, 
the union representing the striking drivers, has with¬ 
drawn from arbitration talks with AC AS. 

Representatives from Unite had previously agreed to 
take part in the talks - designed to bring a resolution to 
the ongoing pay dispute between First and more than 
110 of its Bridport and Weymouth drivers - but now 
claim First bosses demanded ‘draconian’ conditions be 
imposed before arbitration talks could start, which in¬ 
cluded the talks to be legally binding. 

According to the union, the drivers voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly to reject the conditions and for a further industrial 
action ballot to be held which, depending on the result, 
could mean a further 12 weeks of strike action running 
over the Christmas and New Year period. 

'Draconian conditions' 

Unite regional officer Bob Lanning said: “Our mem¬ 
bers voted overwhelmingly to withdraw from the 
ACAS talks because of the draconian conditions that 
the management tried to impose before the talks had 
even began. 

“The talks about poverty pay would have been hob¬ 
bled before they had started. 

“It is Unite’s long-standing view that any deal ham¬ 
mered out at the proposed arbitration talks should be 
put to a vote of the members, which is normal employ¬ 
ment practice. 

“The company wanted talks to be legally binding, 
which would have meant that our members would not 
have a vote on any deal that had been hammered out in 
their name. That is not fair. 

“The company also wanted a clause saying there 
could be no industrial action for three months following 
arbitration talks. This could have meant that company 
sacking the drivers and they could not take any action

to protect their jobs. Again, that is not fair. 

“We now have several weeks before the result of the 
next industrial action ballot is known, which could see 
strikes continuing into the Christmas period. 

“We would urge management to use this interval to 
negotiate a fair settlement and end this misery that the 
company by its anti-union actions is inflicting on the 
travelling public.” 

However, Marc Reddy, managing director of First 
Dorset, Hampshire and Berkshire, claims that the union 
had no intention of entering talks and said that a reso¬ 
lution is unclear until the union ‘stops playing games’. 

He said: “This latest u-tum from the union is very dis¬ 
appointing. Throughout this entire dispute they have 
acted irresponsibly and without sound reason or judge¬ 
ment. I fear that our drivers are being misled and mis¬ 
advised by their union officials. 

“In this latest episode, it is clear that the union had no 
intention of entering in to a process whereby an inde¬ 
pendently appointed arbitrator makes a decision on pay, 
despite publicly stating an appetite to enter arbitration 
talks. When arbitration takes place industrial action 
normally ceases. Indeed the decision to withdraw from 
arbitration talks followed a secret ballot which we 
know many union members had no knowledge of. 

“We remain absolutely committed to resolving this 
dispute as soon as possible and allow our driver to re¬ 
vert to what they do best - transporting customers. 

“However, until the union stops playing games, it is 
difficult to foresee a resolution in the short term.”

POUNDBURY residents are to 
this week consider proposals for a 
300-seat community hall. 

The idea has been put forward in 
addition to projects which will use 
some of the Section 106 money - 
cash paid into a fund by develop¬ 
ers - for projects which benefit the 
area. 

A Residents Association meeting 
is being held in the Brownsword 
Hall this evening, Wednesday, 
September 14th at 7.30pm, to dis¬ 
cuss the proposal and possible 
ideas for the developer’s money. 

Guest speaker at the meeting will 
be Stephen Hill, Strategic Director, 
Dorset Councils Partnership who 
will talk about ‘The Dorchester 
amenities audit and Poundbury- 
raised section 106 money’. 

Other ideas for the pot of devel¬ 
oper’s contributions, which totals 
well over £1 million, could include 
a community swimming pool or a 
Pavilion with changing rooms, toi¬ 
lets and showers at the Great Field. 

A competing bid for the money 
is a community arts centre in the 
old Maltings building at Brewery 
Square - something which Dorch¬ 
ester Arts has long wished for. 

The Poundbury meeting will also 
hear from PR A Chairman, David 
Leaper, who will present the find¬ 
ings from the recent survey con¬ 
cerning Section 106 requests for 
Poundbury. 

Many residents believe there is 
no need to apply for the Section 


106 cash for the hall - pointing out 
that part of the planning consent 
for the Duchy estate included pro¬ 
vision for a 300-seat hall to be 
built “prior to the occupation of the 
600th house”. 

Residents claim that this means 
that the building should be put up 
and paid for by the Duchy. 

But even if that is the case the 
Duchy’s commitment would only 
be to provide the basic building 
with fitting out, running costs and 
equipment being the responsibility 
of residents. A new committee of 
volunteers would also have to be 
set up to manage the project. 

Today’s meeting will hear that 
arguments against having the new

New scheme to tackle 
excessive drinking

SUSPECTED drunks trying to get into pubs and 
clubs in Weymouth could be breathalysed and re¬ 
fused entry from this Friday (September 16th), as 
part of a new scheme to cut alcohol-related crime. 

#RU2Drunk is a scheme designed to stop exces¬ 
sive “pre-drinking,” keep people safe and ensure 
there is a vibrant night-time economy in the town. 

The scheme is being implemented thanks to a 
joint effort from Dorset Police, the Office of the 
Police and Crime Commissioner (OPCC) and 
Weymouth Business Improvement District (BID). 

University of Exeter sociologists, Katharine 
Boyd and Hannah Farrimond, are leading an eval¬ 
uation of #RU2Drunk in Weymouth with funding 
from the Economic & Social Research Council 
Impact Acceleration Account (ESRC-IAA). 

The 29 licenced premises in the town that have 
initially signed up to the scheme have received 
breathalyser training from Dorset Police at a 
launch event. They will be able to set an alcohol 
limit for their business and refuse entry to people 
who produce a reading which exceeds this limit. 

Statistics 

An Office for National Statistics report released 
last year revealed that in 47 per cent of violent in¬ 
cidents, the victim perceived the offender to be 
under the influence of alcohol. In Dorset, during a 
one year period, almost one of in four of the per¬ 
petrators of violent crime were affected by alco¬ 
hol. 

Dr Katharine Boyd, Senior Lecture in Criminol¬ 
ogy at the University of Exeter, said: “Everyone 
wants to have an enjoyable evening when they go 
out, and this is one extra tool people working in 
the night-time economy can use to help keep peo¬ 
ple and staff safe, and prevent violence and crime. 

“Using a breathalyser can diffuse conflict be¬ 
tween the door staff and patrons who appear too 
drunk to go into a pub or club. When people see 
the breathalyser reading they are less likely to 
argue back.” 

Weymouth Neighbourhood Inspector, Pete 
Browning, said: “The Force is committed to em¬ 
ploying evidence-based policing, so it is great to 
be working with experts in their fields from the 
University of Exeter to keep alcohol-related crime 
down in one of the county’s busiest nightspots. 

“Their research has already produced some fan¬ 
tastic results in Torquay, where during a pilot of 
the #RU2Drunk scheme during the Christmas pe¬ 
riod, police experienced a 39 per cent reduction in 
violent crime in the town’s busiest night spots.” 

Dorset Police is aiming to emulate these results, 
ensuring Weymouth remains a safe place to live 
and visit. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn 


Underhill, said: “I am fully supportive of Dorset 
Police adopting new, innovative schemes. 

“Dorset’s night-time economy is a hugely impor¬ 
tant asset which I am committed to ensuring is pro¬ 
tected. Supporting this scheme will empower 
licenced premises and benefit residents and visi¬ 
tors in the county.” 

The project is being jointly funded by the OPCC 
and Weymouth BID. 

Steve Newstead, Chair of Weymouth BID, said: 
“The BID project is about securing investment to 
help promote the town and guaranteeing improve¬ 
ment in trade, footfall and Weymouth’s wider pro¬ 
file.” 

Keith Treggiden, Chair of Pub Watch in Wey¬ 
mouth, added: “Pubs, clubs and bars bear the brunt 
of the issues associated with people coming out 
late, having already consumed large amounts of al¬ 
cohol at home. 

“It makes businesses more vulnerable, with poor 
trade as a result of excessive pre-drinking impos¬ 
ing the threat of closure.” 

“This scheme will benefit premise owners, as 
well as all those who are seeking to enjoy their 
evenings in our town safely and responsibly.”

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Have your say on unitary authority proposals 



AN important roadshow gave Wey¬ 
mouth residents a chance to comment 
on major proposals affecting the future 
of all nine councils in Dorset. 

The roadshow was one of 40 being 
held right across Dorset before public 
consultation ends on October 25th. 

People are being asked for their 
views on whether to retain the nine 
councils or set up two unitary authori¬ 
ties, which would cut costs and give 
better value for money delivering all 
local government services in their area. 

Change 

Change is being considered because 
the nine councils now receive 
£142million less in Government grants 
than they did in 2010-2011 and be¬ 
cause what grants they do still receive 
will reduce to zero by 2020. 

The roadshow’s message was that 
doing nothing meant essential and val¬ 
ued services would suffer further be¬ 
yond 2019 while some might stop 
altogether. 

The option favoured by most county 
councillors is for one small unitary 
conurbation of Bournemouth and 
Poole and one large Dorset unitary au¬ 
thority of Weymouth and Portland, 
West Dorset, Purbeck, North Dorset, 
East Dorset and Christchurch. 

Arguments against keeping all nine 
councils include the threat of a £30mil- 
lion plus deficit between 2019-2025 
with increased pressure on budgets, 
larger council tax rises for most resi¬ 
dents and greater risk to services. 

Among benefits many county coun¬ 
cillors feel two new unitary authorities 
will offer is a saving of £108million 
during the first six years and the pro¬ 
tection of front line services such as 


bin collection and roads by creating 
bodies of the right size which will be 
sustainable and cost effective, focusing 
on people and places via local area 
boards. 

It would also mean few councillors 
across Dorset with a possible reduction 
from the current 330 down to just 110 
as well as fewer staff particularly in se¬ 
nior management and a reduction in 
the number of chief executives from 
six to only two. 

There would also be a reduction in 
the number of council buildings while 
council tax increases would be at a 
lower rate. 

The drive to harvest people’s opin¬ 
ions about the proposals across Dorset 
includes contacting 20,000 households 
by post, online surveys for residents 
and businesses, 40 roadshows and hard 
copies of proposals in all libraries and 
mobile libraries. 

Timetable 

Timetable plans include public con¬ 
sultation ending on October 25th, first 
draft results expected by November 
7th, all nine council leaders discussing 
public results and business cases for 
each option in December and a final 
approach agreed in January 2017 to ei¬ 
ther say no to two unitary authorities 
or say yes and forward a business case 
to Government for their creation. 

If such approval is given then the 
new councils could begin delivering 
services in 2019 when elections would 
take place of councillors to the new 
local authorities. 

Among those at the Weymouth event 
was Weymouth and Portland borough 
and county councillor Kate Wheller 
who said: “This roadshow was very 


important because it gave us an opportunity 
to talk to a really diverse mix of people and 
explain how important these proposals are. 

“Weymouth and Portland needs to keep 
its identity in any new mix. We are an his¬ 
toric borough and it is very important that 
we maintain that profile.” 

West Dorset and county councillor Daryl 
Turner was also there and said: “This will 
be the single biggest political shake-up for 
generations, certainly since local govern¬ 
ment re-organisation in 1974. 

“This turkey is fully fledged and ready for 
Christmas! I have always believed that two 
unitary authorities is the right option and 


the right way forward. It is the only way 
this area can survive and give its residents 
the best possible future. 

“All councils are in financial difficulties, 
which can only be resolved by merging au¬ 
thorities. The question is, which way do we 
go? I believe the two unitary authorities op¬ 
tion is the right one for Weymouth, Port¬ 
land and West Dorset and we have to 
ensure that we get our fair share of the cash 
from whatever unitary authority is formed. 
Without viable cash support we will just 
become the poor partner of the shire Dorset 
area.” 

Among residents adding their views to 


the roadshow debate was Jonathan Pullen 
from Weymouth who said: “It is very im¬ 
portant for people to make a decision be¬ 
cause it will affect our future for a very 
long time to come. 

“I favour putting Poole, Bournemouth 
and Christchurch in one conurbation and all 
the other councils in another. It will 
strengthen Weymouth and Portland’s hand 
to be part of a larger run Dorset which 
would also enable us to have a town coun¬ 
cil to look after important issues specific to 
a seaside town such as the beach, the ferry 
terminal, Greenhill chalets and parks and 
gardens.”

Chris to join human rights 
volunteers in Israel 


WEYMOUTH woman, Chris 
Wilson, is volunteering as a 
human rights monitor in Israel and 
the West Bank. 

She has joined an international 
peace building programme called 
the Ecumenical Accompaniment 
Programme in Palestine and Israel 
(EAPPI). 

She said she was moved to vol¬ 
unteer and make the trip by news 
coverage: “Going to school, doing 
some shopping, visiting family 
and attending health care appoint¬ 
ments are all things I do in the UK 
without even thinking about it. 
But I asked myself what if there 
were armed forces checkpoints 
and barriers put up between me 
and my family, or me and my 
work. Or I got stopped to check if 
I had the right papers to live in my 
house or attend that medical ap¬ 
pointment? I watch the news but 
what could I do about it? Then I 
found out about this programme.” 

The programme began in 2002 


after a plea from Church leaders 
in Jerusalem to send a non violent 
international presence to the re¬ 
gion. The UK part of this World 
Council of Churches programme 
is run by Quaker Peace and Social 
Witness in UK and Ireland. Teams 
of five human rights monitors are 
placed in seven locations across 
the West Bank. Their work may 
be accompanying children as they 
walk to school, standing with vil¬ 
lagers when bulldozers are sent in 
to demolish their homes, working 
with peace groups from Israel and 
Palestine, or observing at check¬ 
points as people try to get to work. 

Since 2002, 1,500 people have 
taken three months out of their 
lives to be Ecumenical Accompa- 
niers (EAs). The EAs provide a 
protective presence to vulnerable 
communities and monitor and re¬ 
port human rights abuses.

POTS OF PIZZAZZ IN AUTUMN

DON'T worry if your summer containers 
are now past their best because you can 
perk up your pots with autumn plant¬ 
ings that will give you colour and tex¬ 
ture through the cooler months and 
beyond. 

There are two approaches to autumn 
and winter pots, says Jeremy Hall, group 
plant buyer for Squire's Garden Centres, 
which are holding workshops on how to 
create an autumn colour barrel on Fri¬ 
day, September 16. 

"If you are a tonal person and like 
things in harmony, a good way of doing 
that is to match the colour of the flowers 
to the colour of the foliage you are 
using. Lamium with silver foliage and a 
pink flower would look great with the 
silver foliage of cyclamen. 

"If you take an, 'I like it mixed' ap¬ 
proach and like rustic charm, heucheras 
are great at giving contrast of foliage. I'd 
probably use two colours of heuchera 
together - go for a burgundy type with 
a bright yellow one. 

"To get some flower colour in there, I'd 
use autumn flowering callunas 
(heathers) called 'Garden Girls', which 
come in a host of colours. Their buds 
swell, but never open, but they last ages." 


Other combinations he recommends 
include Ajuga 'Black Scallop' - very dark 
almost black foliage - planted with 
white mini cyclamen, or with the silver 
foliage of calocephalus. 

For a traditional autumn feeling try or¬ 
ange pansies and viola with Ajuga 'Bur¬ 
gundy Glow', which has a pink through 
to burgundy foliage colour. Alternatively 
go for a tonal effect by combining the 
ajuga with pink mini cyclamen. 

"Lamium 'Beacon Silver' is another 
great subject for tonal planting. Its silver 
foliage edged in green is a great foil for 
pinks and whites." 

Permanent plantings of acid-loving 
plants such as azaleas will require erica- 
ceous compost in the pot, but if you are 
just planting up your pots short-term to 
last from autumn to spring, a multi-pur¬ 
pose compost with added feed should 
suffice, he advises. 

Flowering plants such as pansies and 
violas which bloom in autumn become 
dormant in the winter months, but will 
re-emerge and flower again in spring. 

Other autumn and winter favourites, 
such as heathers, skimmia, ivy and other 
evergreens will give you at least some 
interest in the cooler months and if you 


plant some bulbs underneath them in 
autumn such as dwarf narcissi or mus- 
cari, they will add colour in spring. 

"In our autumn barrel, we are using 
the miniature daffodil 'Tete-a-tete', 
which is the most popular because it's 
small growing and produces three or 
four flowers from a single bulb from 
February onwards," Hall explains. 

"Bear in mind the height of the plants 
in the pot versus the flowering height of 
the bulbs you put underneath them. 
You can get a pleasing effect if you put 
tulips in which are clearly going flower 
above the height of other plants. But if 
they are too tall it will look crazy. 

"If you use a mixture of bulbs you'll get 
a succession of flowers. Muscari are our 
second most popular, which flower just 
after the dwarf narcissi." 

Plant hellebores in pots in the autumn 
and they should give you winter inter¬ 
est. "I'd recommend Helleborus niger for 
pots. 'Christmas Carol' flowers really 
early, as does 'Verboom Beauty'. They 
will flower just before Christmas if you're 
lucky and then right through to March. 
They prefer a slightly shadier location, 
but aren't really fussy about soil." 

Put more plants in your pots when au¬ 
tumn-planting than you do in summer, 
Hall advises. 

"As the day length is shortening and 
light intensity is not so great, the growth 


rate is much smaller and, other than a 
filling out, you won't get plants over¬ 
flowing like you do in summer." 

Good specimens for permanent con¬ 
tainers which will provide winter inter¬ 
est include Choisya ternata 'Sundance', 
which gives a fabulous splash of golden 
yellow foliage colour followed by fra¬ 
grant white flowers in mid-spring. 

If you want berries in winter, add Skim¬ 
mia japonica subsp. 'Reevesiana' to your 
display, a small, spreading female shrub 
with deep green leaves which produces 
clusters of bright red berries in winter. 

Ornamental cabbages are gaining in 
popularity as good breeding work has 
helped produce more compact plants, 
he points out. 'Curly Pink', 'Curly White' 
and 'Curly Red' are the most popular. 
They'll last up until Christmas, although 
the best colour comes from them when 
the nights are colder and are good com¬ 
bined with heucheras. 

Ornamental grasses such as pennise- 
tums are also gaining popularity, their 
seedheads giving soft, wispy movement 
to containers and will come back year 
after year. Combine them with violas, 
hedera and callunas for further colour, 
he suggests.

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Man jailed for gun and heroin possession 


A MAN has been jailed for 10 years for posses¬ 
sion of a gun and heroin with intent to supply. 

Andre Maragh, 32 and from London, has 
pleaded guilty at Isleworth Crown Court to car¬ 
rying a firearm with criminal intent, possession 
of a prohibited weapon, possession of ammuni¬ 
tion and possession of heroin with intent to sup¬ 
ply following his arrest on Maiden Street in 
Weymouth on Sunday, June 28 th 2015. 

He also pleaded guilty to possession with intent 
to supply, possession of cannabis and possession 
of a prohibited weapon following a separate 
Metropolitan Police investigation in Isleworth. 

He was sentenced at Isleworth Crown Court on 
Friday, August 19th. 

The court heard that Maragh was seen acting 
suspiciously in a white VW Polo with three other 
men at around 2.05am on Sunday, June 28th 2015 
in Maiden Street in Weymouth. 

Maragh and the vehicle were searched by offi¬ 
cers and a kitchen knife, rubberised face mask, a

1. Any room can be 
made to feel lighter sim¬ 
ply by painting the ceil¬ 
ing white, so it reflects light instead of 
absorbing it, and, of course, the walls too. Spe¬ 
cialist emulsions can help even more. Dulux 
Ultra White Matt emulsion (from £24.98 for 
2.5ltr, www.dulux.co.uk) is not only a really 
white white (unlike most pure brilliant white 
emulsions, which are off-white), it's also 20 
times tougher than standard Dulux emulsion. 
Most importantly, Ultra White contains special 
light-reflective particles that reflect up to twice 
as much light back into the room as standard 
Dulux emulsion. For soft, subtle colours, try 
Dulux Light + Space Matt emulsions (from

reflective particles. North-facing rooms are 
most challenging to decorate because the nat¬ 
ural light is cold. For this reason, avoid cold 
colours and stick to warm ones, such as yellows 
and creamy neutrals. 

2. One of the best ways to brighten up a 
kitchen is with pale - preferably white - high- 
gloss unit doors, as these bounce light around 
the room. High-gloss kitchens never seem to 
go out of fashion, so glossy doors are a great 
way to update the room and needn't be expen¬ 


sive. In any dark room, but 
especially kitchens and 
bathrooms, it's important 
to have good artificial lighting because you 
may need it on when it's light outside. 

3. In other rooms, consider going for glossy 
or mirrored furniture, and hanging mirrors on 
the walls - opposite a window will maximise 
the light coming in and make the room feel 
bigger. And don't forget the floor - white- 
painted floorboards, or shiny white floor tiles 
in kitchens and bathrooms, will help to bounce 
light around. 

4. Replacing, enlarging or adding windows 
can make a big difference to how light a room 
is, but it's an expensive and disruptive solution 
to the problem, and planning rules can restrict 
what you do. Changing the window treatment 
is usually much cheaper - swap fussy curtains 
for sleek roller blinds, for example, and you'll 
let in more light. 

5. Another radical solution is to remove a 
wall. Knocking two rooms into one usually 
gives the new room more windows and it may 
get sunlight for most of the day if, say, it's now 
both east facing (morning sun) and west facing 
(evening sun).

The Lyme club took their two 
GRP gigs Revenge and Pros- 
perro - the newest addition to 
the fleet. 


Under slightly overcast skies 
and in choppy conditions both 
gigs got off to fantastic starts 
and stayed in the top half of the 
Cornish Pilot Gig class for the 
duration of the race. 

Although some of the crew 
members were seasoned en¬ 
durance rowers (one had 
rowed across the Atlantic 
twice), for the majority it was 
their first time over a course of 
this distance. 

They all coped well, even if 
the general view was that the 
last 4.5 miles from Kew Railway 
Bridge felt as if it took longer 
than the first 17 miles! 

Both gigs completed the 
course in under three hours fin¬ 
ishing 93rd and 118th overall 
(of 324 finishers). 

They were 17th & 21st re¬ 
spectively of 42 finishers in 
their class.

Local athletes go for gold 


TWO West Dorset athletes will be going 
for gold this week when they compete in 
the Paralympics in Rio. 

Athlete Paul Blake will be looking for a 
double gold, particularly since his two 
biggest rivals, both Russians have been 
banned, whilst Holly Neill will be looking 
for a medal of any colour in the F41 Dis¬ 
cus. 

Neill from Chantmarle is first to com¬ 
pete, the 27-year-old scheduled for tomor¬ 
row (Thursday) at 9.40pm BST. She has 
two bronze medals to her name so far from 
the 2013 IPC World Championships in 
Lyon, France, and earlier this year at the 
2016 IPC European Championships held 
in Grosseto, Italy. 

Currently ranked in the top six, she will 
probably need to beat her current PB of 


23.76m set in Grosseto. 

Blake, a year younger, is one of the most 
consistent performers within the British 
ranks, winning multiple medals at IPC 
World and European Championships. 

Main rival banned 

He led by example at last year’s IPC 
Athletics World Championships where, as 
the joint captain, matched his performance 
from 2013, winning T36 800m gold and 
400m silver. 

With a silver in the T36 400m, and 
bronze in the 800m in London in 2012, he 
is hoping that with arch rival Evgenii 
Shvetcov banned, he can lead the field 
home in both distances. 

His races, straight finals, are scheduled 
for 2.15 pm BST on Friday (400m) and 
Saturday at 11.19 BST (800m).
